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COAL-BURNERS' STRIKE. 


We bad hoped that Nevada would be 


spared the evils inseparable 
from 


"strikes," but the culmination of the 
differences existing between the coal- 
burners, and the mining companies of 
Eureka district, in a "strike" on the 
part of the former, has not been un. 
expected. The strikers have proven too 
much for the local authorities, and Gov. 
Kinkead promptly ordered out the Sec- 
ond Brigade of the State Militia to quell 
the insurrection. 
The following is all 


the information available for this issue: 


EUREKA, August 11. 


The Coal-burners' Association are on 


the warpath. They number about 2,000, 
and are mostly Italians. They are mak- 
ing charcoal for the furnaces about 30 
miles north of Eureka, Lately a strike 
was organized by the burners for 30 
cents a bushel, and the furnaces were 
unwilling to pay more 2G% cent*. The 
burners finally became defiuant and in 
terposed with violence to prevent the 
teams from the furnaces loading. The 
gocks of coal were emptied and the 
teams ordered back to town. The burn- 
ers proved too strong for the Sheriff's 
pesse to-day, and the authorities here 
telegraphed to the Governor to call out 
the militia of this division. The Gov- 
ernor has just answered directing the 
three companies here to go to the front. 
They will leave by special train to-night. 
Further developments will be reported 
as fast as they transpire.

body of the residents of Eureka county, 
Nevada, known as the Ccml Burners' 
Association, numbering 
some 
two 


thousand persons, are now banded to- 
gether and with arms in their possession 
avo defying the civil authorities and re- 
fusing to allow any of their number to 
be arrested. They now hold forcible 
possession of many coal pits in the 
county, by force have prevented and are 
now preventing the owners of charcoal 
from hauling it to the furnaces, and are 
threatening to destroy other property 
and to burn this town. Warrants have 
been issued for the arrest of parties and 
the arrest has been resisted by the 
rioters, who are well armed and or- 
ganized under the command of desperate 
leaders. "We therefore respectfully ask 
your Excellency to order the military of 
the Second Brigade into active service 
to quell such insurrection, and wo ask 
for immediate action heroin.

As a matter of information, what Col- 
nel Fair has ordered to be given in the 
fflcial letters from the Union and Sierra 
Nevada letter, filed at the home office 
ays: "In the early part of last week a 
iamond drill hole was run west on the 
300 level a distance of seventy-five feet 
roni the face of the incline, the result 
f which has been very satisfactory, 
bowing the existence of a body of fair 
rnde ore for a distance of about sixty 
jet. A second hole has been run to 
he north and west from the 2300 station 
distance of ninety 'feet, the last ton 
eet of this hole showing assays of fair 
nine, and also showing some considera- 
te increase of water. We have thought 
i best to discontinue boring any further 
n that direction, having at the present 
11 the water we can handle. In neither 
aso has either of these holes yet touched 
he foot wall." The Union Consolidated 
ettersays: "We have during the past 
reek run a drill hole from the Sierra 
Nevada incline winze at tho 2300 station, 
vhich corresponds with our 2400 level, 
'his hole has bcou run in a southwest- 
rly direction into pur grouud a distance 
if 205 feet, which is the full capacity of 
lie machine, passing through good ore 
xcept a distance of 1C feet at a point 93 
eot in, which streak give low assays and 
erininatod in milling ore. On Monday 
uext wo shall start a drill due south fiv'i 
bis level. This hole will bo i-uu I u th,-. 
ull capacity of our machine, provided

A FEW EXPLANATIONS.

Ore of milling 
quality is estimated by Comstock min- 
ug people at $30 per ton. 
Tho drill 


which is to bo stalled due south from 
the Sierra Nevada station will test the 
width and extent of tho Union portion 
of the vein more fully. If Colonel Fair 
will issue daily bulletins of the drillings 
in going south, the outside shareholders 
uud the general public will bo greatly 
indebted to him. As tho case notv 
stands, the showing is more favorable 
for Sierra Nevada, than for Union al- 
though we observe that the ore in the 
former is set down only as "fair 
grade."

Our New School House. 
The Bee has been shown the drawings 


for an eight class' school house to be 
built in Reno, which were made by A. 
A. Cook, an architect of Sacramento. 
These plans were placed in competition, 
there being eight other architects repre- 
sented, and were adopted by the unan- 
imous vote of the School Directors of 
Reno. The building is 77x77 
feet. 


The class rooms are each 28x32 feet, 
together with six largo olosets. The 
halt in the upper story is 18 feet wide. 
The class rooms aro connected by slid- 
ing doors, and the building in every 
respect is complete. The exterior is 
different from ordinary school houses, 
and is not surpassed for beauty and 
symmetry by any school building in 
this section of the country. From the 
ground to the top of the tower over ono 
hundred feet. The entrance doors, ol 
which there are sis pair, are large and 
massive, and give n solidity to the gen- 
eral appearance of the eJiBce that is iv 
once in keeping with the ctyle of archi- 
tecture and the purpose of the building. 
The front is broken by a large pediment 
and a mansard roof 14 feet high, with 
light fancy ventillators, and original 
designs of cresting relieve the elevation 
Special attention has been paid to ligh 
And ventilation.
